John Quelch 
whs the Ideal pirate.

say, some of the incidents in his ea- 
i reer read like the story of a buccaneer 
in some blood-and-thunder piece of fic­ 
tion. 
And this a man, born In the 
( Puritan colony of Mansuchusetta I 
In 170« John Quelch was ons of the 
crew ef the brigantine, Charles, a ves­ 
sel which had been fitted out by aorne 
of the leading citizens of Boston to 
go on a prlvateerlug crulee In Canadi­ 
an waters. 
Soon after leaving Marble­ 
head the crew mutinied, killed the 
captain and elected Quelch commander. 
Here Quelch, the pirate of fiction, 
first enters the picture, for the flag 
which he hoisted was the ‘‘Old Hoger,” 
and In the middle of it was “an Anat­ 
omy with an Hourglass la one hand 
and a dart In the heart with three 
drops of blood proceeding from It en 
the other.” 
Off the coast of Brazil they cap­ 
tured no less than nine Portuguese 
ships, from which they took a great 
amount 
of 
valuable 
booty. 
Then 
Quelch had the Insolence to sail back 
to 
Marblehead, 
divide the plunder 
among the crew who landed, 
and 
quickly prepared to return to their 
homes. 
But word of their crimes had 
preceded them, and an exciting man­ 
hunt was soon on. 
W'ithin a week 
Captain Quelch and his mates had 
been captured and sent to Boeton.

Lately several men have been fish­ 
ing with nets in some of the ditches 
and in order to save the em barrass­ 
ment of making any arrests for the 
mis-interpretation of the articles per­ 
taining to seigning, Mr. Hagener ex- 
plaimvl the interpretation to the best 
of his ability. 
He stated that due to 
the passing of so many 
restrictions 
and laws for fish and game control, it 
will take some time before the articles 
can be perfecte«! so that they might 
explain every particular question that 
might arise. 
There are two 
main 
articles that seem to be causing the^ 
most trouble. 
One allows the fishing 
in unnavigatable streams with a seign 
made with a certain size mesh, as long 
a* the property owner gives permiss­ 
ion to the fisherman. 
The other 
a r ­ 
ticle states that* it is unlawful to ob­ 
struct the free passage of fish in any 
stream. 
It is reported that the men 
using the nets, have stretched them 
from one side of the ditch to the oth­ 
er, then drove the fish into the net. 
This is absolutely unlawful and 
the 
minumum fine is fifty 
dollars 
plus 
costs of prosecution. 
If the consent of the 
land 
owner 
along the ditch dump is obtained, the 
fisherman ta n fish around the 
bank 
with the net as long as he does 
not 
stretch the net across the ditch, clos­ 
ing the passage of the fish, and 
he 
will be inside the law. 
However, a person cannot sell game 
fish, and there are certain seasons to 
fish with a net and certain size mesh 
to l>e used when fishing with a seign.

Along about the first of July, 1898, 
conditions in Skagway had reached a 
crisis. 
Lawlessness 
was 
running 
rampant.

Trudging over the trail from Daw­ 
son one day came Alexander Stewart. 
He had played against the arctic and 
gathered up the winnings. 
With his 
poke, containing $3,060 of gold dust, 
he was on his way to the outside. In­ 
to lawless Skagway trudged the tired 
prospector and parked his gold 
at 
Soapy Smith’s saloon. 
There 
were 
no banks there at that time, and 
it 
was customary for returning miners 
to leave their pokes at hotels or 
in 
saloons for safe keeping. 
That night Stewart called for 
his 
poke. 
Smith and his bartenders look­ 
ed him in feigned amazement. "Who 
the hell are you?” they asked.

Stretching out a mile and a quar­ 
ter into the harbor in front of Skag­ 
way was a causeway leading to the

Reid planned

meeting, to be on these docks, which 
could be reached only by the cause­ 
way. 
It was set for the evening 
of 
July 8. 
He himself would guard the 
18-foot approach and 
if Smith 
a t­ 
tempted

death 
would l>e the consequence. 
On the appointed day, three 
men 
stood guard at the dock approach, ad­ 
mitting known citizens until about 7 
o'clock. 
Then Reid, armed with two 
.45-caliber Colt’s revolvers, took his 
post and sent the other guards away 
against their protect-. 
He expected 
a finish fight. 
Fifteen feet in front 
of the dock approach he stretched 
a 
surveyor’s chain. 
It was 
the 
dead 
line. 
Dunritig the day, Smith ignored the 
three subordinate guards. 
He 
held 
them in contempt. 
But when his in­ 
formers reported that Reid had tak 
cn his position he went quickly into 
action. 
Gulping down six or 
eight 
drinks ami arming himself 
with

cavalry carbine, 
he started for 
the 
«lock, followed closely by his gang of 
some 200 armed men and followed at 
a greater distance by almost the en­ 
tire population. 
Stephens saw him 
going and trailed along to watch the 
fight. 
"He appeared to lie drunk”, Steph­ 
ens said. 
“He would stagger and fall 
back a few steps. 
Then his hench­ 
men would jostle him up to the front 
an«t urge him on. 
Nobody 
tried 
to 
stop him. 
Frank Reid saw him com­ 
ing. 
Alone, he stood there with two 
guns against 200". 
When Smith was sixty feet from 
the dead line, Reid shouted a 
chal­ 
lenge, warning 
him of what would 
happen if he crossed the chain. Soapy 
ignored the challenge. 
He was two 
paces from the line when Reid shout­ 
ed a second warning, but Smith did 
not halt. 
Two paces, one pace, just 
as Smith’s right 
foot 
crossed 
the 
chain, two shots were heard. 
Two 
bullets front Reid’s revolvers struck 
him in the chest. 
He lurched back 
ward at the impact and then recover- 
ed. 
He tired once at Reid, the bullet 
striking him in the 
abtlomen. 
Both 
men fell. 
It was found afterward that Reid’s 
two 
bullets 
bad 
pierced 
both 
of 
Smith’s lungs. 
Among all those fol­ 
lowers, not one was there to go to his 
assistance. 
His gang scattered 
ami 
fled. 
He was deserted. He died alone. 
Reid was rushed to a hospital un­ 
conscious. 
His room was flooded with 
arctic flowers and President McKin­ 
ley sent him a message of encourage­ 
ment. 
He lingered for three weeks; 
then one day his nurse went to tak«* 
his temperature and found she ha«i 
placed the thermometer between the 
lips of a <lea«l man. 
His funeral was 
of unprecedented magnitude.—K.

Urbana, 111., August 22.—All alfal­ 
fa sown during August or September 
this year should be watched closely 
for the first two or three weeks after 
it comes up and if numbers of green­ 
ish or blackish worms are found feetl- 
ing on it, a poison bran mash should 
be spread over the field immediately. 
This warning has been sounded by 
W. I*. Flint,

entomoligist 
of

tention to the dangers of alfalfa fields 
being attacked by the fall army worm. 
The fall army worm or grass worm,

Better 
cash dividends were paid by corpora­ 
tion4’ of ail kinds in 11*25 than either 
>f the preceding two years, a -cording 
to an analysis of corporation incom­ 
es, made public by the National 
In­ 
dustrial conference board. 
Manufacturing companies paid bet­ 
ter dividends, the board said, in spite 
of the fact that they were working on 
a narrower maigin of profit than in 
11*2d, the last previous ‘good” year. 
And, it added, the same wus true of 
corporations engaged in trade, whole­ 
sale and retail, and 
of 
agricultural 
corporations, the latter paying divi­ 
dends in the face of a very much re­ 
duced profit margin, and at th** ex­ 
pense of capital surplus. 
Although 1925 wus generally con­ 
sidered a “banner year” for business, 
the indication is, as revealed by the 
conference board’s report, that in that 
year less of the 
consumers’ 
dollar 
went into manufacturing and selling 
profit than in 1923, and that greuter 
aggregate 
earnings 
were 
due 
to 
greater volume of business, but 
at 
less profit per sale. 
While in 
1923, 


$0.97 out of every $100 of the 
ag­ 
gregate receipts of all manufcaturing 
corporations represented net profit, in 
1925 a considerable larger volume of 
goods was produced at u profit 
of 
only $5.85 out of every 100 of 
re­ 
ceipts. 
The profit margin in trade 
decreased from $2.04 for every $100 
received in 1923, to $2.2fi per $100 of 
totul receipts in 1925. 
Batiks, insurance 
companies 
and 
other corporations engaged in finance 
as a group, had a good year, more 
than 15 per cent of their aggregate 
receipts in

from farm by parcel post to the home, 
furnish a large proportion of the lur- 
al free delivery traffic in this section 
of central Illinois. 
In former years, 
the average farm er’s wife depended 
upon butter and eggs for pin money, 
hut, with the advent of the creamery 
product and the fact that 
as 
much 
money could lie realized from cream 
as the butter that required so much 
work to 
produce, 
the 
farm made 
known quantity. 
It remained for one woman, Mrs. 
Nellie Schneider, to invite patronage 
of dressed fowl as well as eggs, ami 
many consumers, who previously hail 
been patronizing the 
city 
markets, 
now have their weekly purchase bro’t 
to their door by the postman. 
Mrs. 
^ h n e id e r 
began 
studying 
poultry 
several years ago and carried on 
a 
series of experiments, which enabled 
hei to avoid the failure that affected 
others engaged in the same business. 
Now, with twice as many chickens 
as last year, she finds it difficult 
to 
supply the demand, even 
with 
the 
three cents per pound premium 
that 
she asks. 
In response to 
a 
request 
that she explain her methods for the 
benefit of other farm ers’ wives, anxi­ 
ous to increase the 
family 
income, 
Mrs. Schneider talked freely of 
the 
system that brought her success and 
a large income: 
“ In the first place”, she said, “my 
chickens are all milk fed from 
the 
time they are u day old. 
They 
are 
fattened in wire-bottomed, 
sanitary 
coops on a ration of meal, middlings 
and milk. 
This usually require* 
ten 
days. 
When an order is received for 
a 
chicken, whether it is for two or three 
pounds, it is dressed, drawn, 
cooled 
out for 24 hours, wrapped in waxed 
paper, placed ia. 
a pasteboard 
box 
and mailed. 
It goes 
to

home, 
ready for the cook, washing after un­ 
wrapping, being unnecessary.

are no pin feathers to annoy the buy­ 
er. 
“The chickens are not raised in the 
ham yard with those of most farms.
